“It's a leap of faith,” said Councilmember Cindy Chavez, 
“but a lot of what we do downtown is a leap of faith.”

When’ governments use taxpayer capital to underwrite 
risk, they interfere with the market by creating artificial de- 
mand. A market is not free and fair if orie business operator 
receives a subsidy while a neighboring business does not, 

Entrepreneurs seldom miss the chance to make an easy 
buck. If they can lay down one dollar to get two, they will do 
it every time. If there was a clear demand for a Zanotto's- 
type grocery store at the Second Street location, there would 
already be one there. 

Whatever happened to banks? There was a time in San 

‘Jose when development projects and business ventures were 
financied through bank loans rather than government subsi- 
dies. 

In San Jose, demand is not defines solely in economic 
terms, but also in terms of what the council wants. One of 
the new partners for Zanotto’s (Act 1), was quoted by the 

Mercury News as saying, “We’ ve fallen into something quaint 
and community-oriented...” This is exactly what the council 
wants to hear.

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El propio Bush evitó ratificar el pronóstico 
cuando fue preguntado y respondió simple- 
mente: “Creo que la economía crece, creo que 
se va a fortalecer aún más”. 

Del mismo modo, el secretario del Tesoro, 
John Snow, y el de Comercio, Don Evans, no 
quisieron respaldar la perspectiva de creación 
de empleo y dijeron que se basaba en 
suposiciones económicas que tienen un margen 
de error inherente.

Bush insiste en todas sus apariciones 
públicas en las que habla sobre la economía en 
que los recortes de impuestos temporales, que 
han sido su principal programa económico, 
deben hacerse permanentes, pero ése es 
precisamente parte del problema, según Lee.

Quidachay indicó que no está 
preparado para decidir sobre este 
asunto debido a que los grupos no 
presentaron su demanda con 
tiempo suficiente.

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Hispanos mejoran situación 
económica fuera de California 


Los Ángeles, (EFE).- Los 
inmigrantes hispanos están mejo- 
rando su situación económica en 
Estados Unidos, saliendo de la 
pobreza con más rapidez y des- 
plazándose a otros estados que no 
sea California en busca de una me- 
jor situación económica. 

Al menos este es el resultado 
de un estudio elaborado por la 
Universidad del Sur de California 
que dio a conocer el martes pasado 
y del que se hizo eco el periódico 
Los Angeles Times. 

Según Dowell Myers, urbanis- 
ta encargado del estudio, los his- 
panos nacidos en el extranjero 
disfrutan de un nivel de movilidad 
no detectado con anterioridad en 
los estudios demográficos sobre 
este colectivo. 

Se trata de una movilidad al 
alza, que les está sacando con ra- 
pidez de los niveles económicos 
considerados de pobreza y les sitúa 
en una clase media como ocurriera 
con anterioridad con otros grupos 
de inmigrantes como los irlandeses 
o los italianos. 

El ejemplo más claro lo ofrece 
el hecho de que en 1990, el 32 por 
ciento de dos 1,8 millones inmi- 
grantes hispanos que se asentaron 
en California en la década de 1980 
vivía en la pobreza, cifra que dis- 
minuyó a 23 por ciento en 2000. 

De la misma forma, tan sólo 
el 17 por ciento de los inmigrantes 
hispanos que se asentaron en Cali- 
fornia en la década de 1970 viven 
en la pobreza en esta década. 

Otro estereotipo que contra- 
dice este estudio es la idea de que 
los hijos de los inmigrantes his- 
panos fracasan en el campo de la 
educación.

Según el informe, el 70 por 
ciento de los hijos de inmigrantes 
hispanos se han graduado en la 
enseñanza superior. 

Además, el 55 por ciento de los 
inmigrantes hispanos que llegaron 
a este estado hace dos décadas 
posee su propio hogar, cifra que 
aumenta al 68 por ciento entre los 
que llevan 30 años residiendo en 
California. 

Frente a esta mejora econó- 
mica está otra forma de movilidad, 
fuera del estado en el que muchos 
de estos inmigrantes hispanos se 


asentaron al entrar en EE.UU. 

Según Myers, sólo un 25 por 
ciento de los inmigrantes que en- 
traron en el país en la década de 
los 90, la mitad de ellos hispanos, 
se quedaron en California.

Saving lives with languages

Police dispatchers can save 
lives with quick thinking. Elsa 
Santos, one of a few bilingual dis- 
patchers at the Riverside Commu- 
nications Center in Southern Cali- 
fornia, can do it in two languages. 

Santos is not the only one, but 
unfortunately there is a serious 
shortage of bilingual dispatchers 
because of the relatively low pay 
and the inevitable high degree of 
job-related stress. 

It’s the nature of the business. 
Emergency phone calls are always 
difficult, given the state of mind 
and the possible shock the caller 
may be faced with. When there is 
an emergency in an area of our 
country with large immigrant 
populations, dialing 911 may 
compound the difficulties because 
of the language problem. 

If the caller does not speak 
English, the dispatcher will try to 
call an interpreter. In Riverside 
County, a dispatcher will push a 
button and an interpreter will 
come on from Language Line Ser- 
vice, a private agency in Mon- 
terey, California. The agency, 


which provides services in 150 
languages, was purchased by 
AT&T in 1984. Bought by Provi- 
dence Equity in 1999, the agency 
now provides services 24 hours a 
day, seven days a week. Interpret- 
ers have training in languages but 
also specialization in medical and 
emergency terminology. 

In an emergency situation 
time is crucial. Thus, being able 
to communicate quickly and send- 
ing appropriate officials to the site 
may save lives. The ability to ac- 
cess interpreters makes it a little 
bit easier. 

Using interpreters is, how- 
ever, not glitch-free. Sometimes 
the interpreter may take “too” long 
to get the information out, and in 
dispatching, time is of the essence. 
A few minutes of “wasted” time 
may delay emergency services to 
someone who may have had a 
heart attack or who has been as- 
saulted and needs-immediate at- 
tention. 

Unfortunately, dispatchers are 
paid little and there are often 
shortages. In the case of bilingual 


dispatchers, the shortages are even - 


more severe. 

Inevitably, services in the 
more common foreign languages, 
such as Spanish, are easier to pro- 
vide. When the language is not 
widely spoken, things can become 
more difficult. 

Yet, more efforts need to be 
made to find bilingual dispatch- 
ers. In general, the members of a 
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community create the need and it 
can be satisfied with people from 
the same community. 

Recent information released 
by the U.S. Census provides some 
clues. More than 47 million 
American residents age five and 
older use a language other than 
English at home. That translates 
into nearly one in five Americans, 
while ten years ago one in seven 
Americans spoke a foreign lan- 
guage at home. About half of the 
47 million who speak a language 
other than English at home also 
speak English “very well.” In es- 
sence, it's quite likely that bilin- 
gual individuals can be found if 
some work is done to reach out to 
the immigrant communities. 

Some people believe that pro- 
viding services in foreign lan- 
guages discourages people from 
learning English. Pro-English, an 
organization which pushes for En- 
glish-only legislation, even sued 
President George W. Bush be- 
cause he has refused to rescind 
Bill Clinton's Executive Order 
13166. The executive order re- 
quires that any organization that 
receives federal funding provide 
services in languages other than 
English. According to ProEnglish, 
the order would impose huge new 
costs and burdens on states and 
local governments. 

Other laws point to language 
rights by immigrants. Section 203 
of the Voting Rights Act says that

Washington, (EFE).- El Go- 
bierno de EE.UU. defendió, por 
primera vez en el Congreso, su plan 
de legalización temporal de in- 
Migrantes indocumentados, mien- 
tras aumentan las críticas por la 
escasez de detalles y de voluntad 
politica para aprobarlo este año. 

., Durante una audiencia del 
Subcomité de Inmigración, Segu- 
ridad Fronteriza y Ciudadanía del 
Senado, representantes de los sec- 
tpres público y privado analizaron 
el impacto que tendría el plan 
Migratorio que presentó el presi- 
dente George W. Bush el mes pa- 
sado para atajar la inmigración 
ilegal en el país. 

El senador republicano John 
McCain (Arizona) enfatizó que el 
descubrimiento de unos 160 indo- 
cpmentados en Phoenix el lunes 
pasado, cautivos por varios días sin 
agua ni comida a manos de “coy- 
tes” fuertemente armados, des- 
taca la urgencia de reformar el 
sistema migratorio, aunque dudó 
de que se apruebe en este año elec- 
toral. 

“Vamos a hablar del asunto, 
debatirlo, discutirlo, pero nada va 
a suceder este año... políticamente 
el tema es una papa caliente”, 
comentó McCain. “Simplemente 
hO pienso que haremos algo en un 
año electoral”. 

Sus declaraciones contrastaron 
con el optimismo de representantes 
del Gobierno, quienes afirmaron 
que el plan migratorio atenderá las 
necesidades del mercado laboral, 
fortalecerá la seguridad nacional y 
promoverá la “compasión” hacia 
los indocumentados. 


Pero al defender el plan, los 


subsecretarios de Inmigración y 
Seguridad en el Transporte, Asa 
Hutchinson, y del Trabajo, Steven 
Law, como el director de Servicios 
de Inmigración y Ciudadanía, 
Eduardo Aguirre, no ofrecieron 
más detalles sobre su eventual 
puesta en marcha. 

Aguirre manifestó su espe- 
ranza de que el plan se apruebe este 
año, o el próximo “si (el presidente 
Bush) tiene la suerte de ser 
reelegido”. 

Los senadores coincidieron en 
que es hora de arreglar el maltrecho 
sistema de inmigración pero no se 
ponen de acuerdo sobre cuál de 
todos los proyectos de ley pendien- 
tes es el más viable. 

El plan de reforma migratoria, 
presentado el pasado 7 de enero,

Hutchinson, acosado por los 
periodistas durante un intermedio 
de la audiencia, no ofreció detalles 
sobre cuáles serían los nuevos 
límites para la emisión de “tarjetas 
verdes” (permisos de residencia 
permanente) ni sobre lo que 
pueden hacer los trabajadores 
temporales para retener su estatus 
legal sí cambian de empleadores. 

Pese a que insistió en que el

bras”, no aclaró el futuro que aguar- 
daría a aquellos que no se inscriban 
por temor a ser deportados. 

El senador Patrick Leahy dijo 
en un comunicado que aún aguarda 
por una respuesta de la Casa Blanca 
a una carta en la que pidió que Bush 
presente un proyecto de ley con- 
creto, para demostrar su seriedad 
sobre el asunto. 

“La pregunta no es si habrá 
reforma sino cuándo y cómo. Es 
necesario reformar de inmediato el 
sistema migratorio y un buen co- 
mienzo sería aprobar proyectos 
como ‘Dream Act’ para los estu- 
diantes indocumentados y ‘AgJobs’ 
para trabajadores agrícolas”, re- 
sumió a EFE Judy Gottlieb, de la 
Asociación de Abogados de Inmi- 
gración de EE.UU. 

En el Congreso nadie disputa 
la urgencia de corregir la situación 
actual, en la que imperan largas de- 
moras en los trámites migratorios, 
un lucrativo contrabando de indo- 
cumentados y la muerte de cente- 
nares de inmigrantes en la frontera 
sur, entre otros problemas. 

Tampoco ignoran las raíces

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Washington, EFE).- Si es 
elegido el próximo 2 de noviem- 
bre, el senador John Kerry será el 
tercer presidente más rico de 
Estados Unidos, tras George Wa- 
shington y John F. Kennedy, se- 
gún un informe de la revista For- 
bes publicado en su página de In- 
ternet. 

La publicación calcula la for- 
tuna personal de Kerry en 525 mi- 
llones de dólares, aunque la ma- 
yoría de ese dinero pertenece a su 
esposa, Theresa Heinz Kerry, 
quien heredó de su primer marido, 
el fallecido John Heinz, el impe- 
rio alimentario que lleva ese 

" apellido. 

Esta circunstancia pone a 
Kerry en una situación similar a 
la del asesinado John F. Kennedy 
(presidente entre 1961 y 1963), 
quien debía su solvencia en buena 
parte a sus padres Joseph y Rose. 

Kennedy nunca heredó de sus 
padres, que seguían con vida 
cuando él fue asesinado en Dal- 
las (Texas), y no pudo disfrutar de 
una herencia que fue valorada en 
850 millones de dólares en 1990. 

No obstante, hay una dife- 
rencia importante, ya que Kenne- 
dy pudo disponer sin límite de los 
dólares de la familia para financiar 
su carrera política, gracias a las le- 
yes electorales de la época.

bernador de Vermont Howard 
Dean, hipotecó su casa familiar en 
el exclusivo barrio de Beacon Hill, 
en Boston (Massachusetts). 
George Washington fue el 
primer presidente y también el 
mas rico, gracias al dinero de su 
familia y su esposa, y a los divi- 
dendos de las plantaciones que 
tenia en el estado de Virginia, en 
las que trabajaban cientos de es- 
clavos, a los que liberó al morir. 
Forbes estima que la fortuna 
de Washington (presidente en el 
periodo 1789-97) equivaldría en 
la actualidad a 1.000 millones de 
dólares, dinero que fue fundamen- 
tal para financiar la Revolución y 
conseguir la independencia de 
Estados Unidos de la corona 


británica. 

El resto de presidentes in- 
cluídos entre la decena más pu- 
diente son, por orden cronológico, 
Thomas Jefferson (1801-1809), 
Andrew Jackson (1829-37), Za- 
chary Taylor (1849-50), Theodore 
Roosevelt (1901-09), Herbert 
Hoover (1929-33), Franklin Roo- 
sevelt (1933-45) y el actual inqui- 
lino de la Casa Blanca, George W. 
Bush. 

El actual presidente también 
nació en una familia acaudalada, 
cuya fortuna se remonta varias 
generaciones y procede de nego- 
cios relacionados con la explo- 
tación petrolífera en Texas y las 
inversiones bancarias. 

Su abuelo paterno, Prescott 
Bush, era multimillonario antes de 
ser elegido senador y ayudó a

Hay dos tipos de apnea del 
sueño: la central y la obstructiva.

nóstico temprano de la apnea del 
sueño es importante ya que si se 
deja sin diagnosticar y tratar, puede 
ser un factor que contribuye en el 
desarrollo de enfermedades del 
corazón. Puede también causar 
pérdida de memoria, deterioro del 
discernimiento y confusión, en una 
persona que de otra manera es 
mentalmente saludable. 

Muchos casos serios de apnea 
obstructiva del sueño pueden ser 
mejorados por un tratamiento na- 
sal llamado presión positiva con- 
tinua de las vías respiratorias 
“(CPAP)”. Este tratamiento usa 
una bomba que empuja aire a 
través de una máscara de oxígeno 
que se coloca sobre la nariz y la 
boca para mantener las vías 
respiratorias abiertas, previniendo 
así que los músculos relajados de 
la garganta y la campanilla 
bloqueen el flujo de aire. 

Otros tratamientos incluyen un 
procedimiento asistido con rayo 
láser usado para remover el exceso

panilla y parte del paladar blando. 
Este procedimiento trabaja el 50 
por ciento de las veces y es dificil 
predecir si el paciente va a quedar 
bien. 

En casos más graves o de vida 
o muerte se usa la traqueotomia, 
en la cual se hace una abertura en 
la tráquea y se inserta un tubo. El 
tubo se mantiene cerrado durante 
el día de tal forma que la persona 
pueda respirar y hablar normal- 
mente, y se abre durante la noche 
cuando es tiempo de dormir para 
que el aire vaya directamente a los 
pulmones sin pasar por la obs- 
trucción de las vías respiratorias 
superiores.

Esos efectos secundarios 
pueden ir, incluso, hasta intentos 
de suicidio, por lo que la 
Administración de Fármacos y 
Alimentos de los Estados Unidos 
(FDA, en inglés) está analizando 
los últimos estudios relacionados 
con el uso de los antidepresivos. 

Con estos medicamentos se 
trata de combatir la depresión 
que es un estado de profunda 
tristeza sin motivo, una gran 
inhibición de las funciones 
psíquicas o de la mente. 

En total, la FDA ha revisado 
15 estudios y escuchado testimo- 
nios tanto de pacientes como de 
familiares de jóvenes que inten- 
taron suicidarse o que se quitaron 
la vida. 

El pasado mes de diciembre, 
el Departamento británico de 
Salud recomendó que los 
antidepresivos conocidos como 
Inhibidores de la Reabsorción de 
la Serotonina (SSRIs), que 
incluyen medicamentos como 
Paxil, Prozac y Zoloft, de uso 
muy difundido en EE.UU., no 
sean indicados para menores. 

Si bien la FDA no tomó me- 
didas tan drásticas como el Rei- 
no Unido, alertó a los médicos 
sobre esos informes y estableció 
un panel de expertos con el ob- 
jeto de estudiar el tema más a 
fondo antes de emitir una opi- 
nión definitiva. 

Actualmente, la FDA ha 
aprobado un solo medicamento 
para tratar la depresión de los 
menores: Prozac. 

Otros SSRIs han sido inves- 
tigados en jóvenes deprimidos 
pero todavía no han demostrado 
suficiente efectividad al menos 
en estudios científicos contro-

Una de las dificultades de 
probar la efectividad de estos 
medicamentos en jóvenes, es que 
estos tienden a tener un alto 
índice de respuesta a placebos. 

Los placebos son las cápsu- 
las inertes que no tienen ninguna 
actividad o efecto y que se usan 
en estudios de investigación para 
comparar los resultados con res- 
pecto de las medicinas activas. 

Es decir que para probar que 
el antidepresivo es mejor que un 
placebo, la medicación debería 
tener una potencia tan extraordi- 
naria que muchas veces se hace 
difícil y hasta peligroso de de- 
mostrar. 

De acuerdo con el doctor 
Daniel Grosz, siquiatra infantil 
y Director Médico del Instituto 
de Investigaciones Farmacológi- 
cas en Northridge, California, “la 
postura de la FDA es destacable. 
Por un lado recomiendan a los 


médicos actuar con cautela en e] 
uso de éstos medicamentos en 
los jóvenes”. 

El doctor Grosz, quien in- 
vestigó sobre la depresión y el 
suicidio en adolescentes en el Al- 
bert Einstein College of Medici- 
ne en Nueva York, agregó que 
“investigaciones epidemiológi- 
cas de siquiatras infantiles sugie- 
ren que una de las razones de la 
disminución de suicidios entre 
los jóvenes se debe al mejor 
diagnóstico y tratamiento de la 
depresión clínica, justamente 
con los mismos medicamentos 
que ahora son foco de la polé- 
mica”. 

La polémica seguirá por un 
largo tiempo.

Estudio apunta a posible vínculo 
entre antibióticos y cáncer de mama 


Washington, (EFE).- Un nue- 
vo estudio científico apunta a un 
posible vínculo entre el consumo 
de antibióticos y el desarrollo de 
cáncer de mama, si bien los in- 
vestigadores insisten en que las 
mujeres no deben dejar de usar esas 
medicinas. 

El informe, que se publicará en 
la revista Journal of the American 
Medical Association, señala que las 
mujeres que tomaron más anti- 
bióticos — más de 25 recetas o du- 
rante más de 501 días — mostraron 
alo largo de 17 años una incidencia 
dos veces mayor que las que no los 
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consumieron. 

Una posible explicación, ma- 
tizan los responsables del estudio, 
es que el cáncer estuviera causado 
por las enfermedades que obligaron 
a las mujeres a tomar esos anti- 
bióticos y no a las medicinas en sí. 

Otra posibilidad es que el uso 
continuo de los antibióticos afecte 
a la flora intestinal de tal modo que 
modifique el sistema inmunológico 
o el metabolismo. 


Según la doctora Christine 
Velicer, de la cooperativa “Group 
Health” del estado de Washington 
y principal autora del informe, “es 
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prematuro decidir que la gente deje.

El estudio examinó a 2,266 
mujeres mayores de veinte años 
enfermas de cáncer de mama y las 
comparó con 7,953 mujeres sanas.

El presidente que convirtió el “boom” 
petrolero en una grave crisis murió

México, (EFE).- El ex presi- 
dente mexicano José López Porti- 
llo, falleció el martes pasado a los 
83 años en un hospital de la capi- 
tal de una neumonía, pasó a la 
historia política nacional como el 
líder que convirtió el “boom” 
petrolero en una grave crisis 
económica. 

López Portillo, quien se consi- 
deró a sí mismo el último presi- 
dente de la Revolución Mexicana, 
encabezó un gobierno que quiso 
administrar la abundancia y acabó 
en una crisis marcada por una 
nacionalización bancaria que sólo 
duró tres meses. 

Nacido en la capital mexicana 
el 16 de junio de 1920, López Por- 
tillo y Pacheco fue electo presiden- 
te de México sin oposición. En su 
mandato (1976-82) aplicó y disfru- 
tó del poder absoluto aunque tem- 
poral que otorgaba el viejo sistema 
político mexicano. 

Su administración comenzó 
boyante, con la abundancia de in- 
gresos de la bonanza petrolera, y 
terminó en crisis, con una peligrosa 
deuda pública y acusaciones de 
nepotismo y corrupción, y salpica- 
do de frases para la historia de la 
política mexicana. 

Abogado y gran lector y 
orador, López Portillo dejó para la 
posteridad frases como “vamos a 
administrar la abundancia”, “ya 
nos saquearon; no nos volverán a 
saquear”, “el orgullo de mi nepotis- 
mo” y “voy a defender el peso 
como perro”. 

“Vamos a administrar la abun-

neoliberales. 

Como “el orgullo de mi ne- 
potismo” se refirió a su hijo José 
Ramón, que se desempeñó como 
subsecretario de Estado y fue el 
más notorio entre los parientes y 
amigos que ganaban elevados suel- 
dos y derrochaban el erario pú- 


dio, Televisión y Cinematografía, 
y una de sus amantes famosas, 
Rosa Luz Alegría, fue la secretaria 
(ministra) de Turismo. 

Arturo “El Negro” Durazo, un 


jefe de la policía de la capital me- 


xicana conocido por sus excesos, 
y el director de Pemex, Jorge 


Serrano, son los casos más sonados 
de sus íntimos amigos que después 
fueron encarcelados con cargos de 
corrupción. 

Su frase más celebre fue “voy 
a defender el peso como perro”, 
pues además de servir de chiste ca- 
llejero fue el campanazo de alerta 
para que se desencadenara la cri- 
sis, con una fuerte devaluación de 
la moneda que llevó a la bancarrota* 
a millones de pequeños ahorra- 
dores mexicanos. 

Con el apodo de “El perro” tu- 
vo que lidiar hasta su muerte hasta 
el punto de que el cerro donde se 
encuentra una de las más lujosas 
de sus mansiones se conoce como 
“La colina del perro”. 

En su último informe de go- 
bierno, a tres meses de entregar el 
poder, López Portillo aplicó todo 
el poder de la Presidencia al deci- 
dir. sin consultar a nadie, la nacio- 
nalización de la banca con lágrimas 
y gritos de “ya nos saquearon; no 
nos volverán a saquear”. 

Los mexicanos pagaron la na- 
cionalización sólo para que tres 
meses el nuevo gobierno de Miguel 
de la Madrid (1982-1988) iniciará 
una nueva privatización de la 
banca que culminó Carlos Salinas 
de Gortari (1988-1994). 

López Portillo fue profesor de 
Teoría de Estado en la Universidad 
Nacional Autónoma de México 
(UNAM), y funcionario en ascenso 
hasta el ministro de Hacienda de 
donde lo lanzó a la Presidencia su 
amigo de la infancia y antecesor en 
el cargo, Luis Echeverría. 

En su gobierno, en 1977, se 
restablecieron las relaciones diplo- 
máticas con España, que estaban 
rotas desde la Guerra Civil espa- 
ñola (1936-39) y en su primer viaje 
ala península Ibérica visitó la tierra 
de sus antepasados españoles: la 
localidad navarra de Caparroso. 

López Portillo tuvo tres hijos 
de su primer matrimonio y dos más 
en su segundo con la actriz argen- 
tina Sasha Montenegro, de quien 
se divorció recientemente después 
de sufrir una Operación quirúrgica 
del corazón, para volver a la casa 
de sus hermanas. 

Hace pocos meses, ya casi sin 
aliento para moverse, López Por- 
tillo acudió a un juzgado para de- 
mandar su matrimonio por los mal- 
tratos verbales y físicos que sufría 
al lado de la actriz, que le trataba 
de “pendejo” y “poco hombre” .<> 


Mexican Attorney | 
General: No new 


evidence in Colosio case 


Mexico City, (EFE).- Me- 
xico's attorney general said that 
although his office is reviewing 
the 1994 assassination of presi- 
dential candidate Luis Donaldo 
Colosio, no new evidence has 
emerged. 

Rafael Macedo also urged 
anybody who has information 
about the case to come forward 
to his office, while denying 
claims that authorities are indif- 
ferent to the investigation. 

“We've acted with full re- 
sponsibility, with full restraint, 
with total discretion. There is no 
indifference, we are concerned 
and we continue to be con- 
cerned,” Macedo told reporters. 

Colosio was gunned down 
March 23, 1994, during a cam- 
paign rally in the northern bor- 
der city of Tijuana. Mario 
Aburto was sentenced to 45 
years in prison for the killing, 
and according to the official ver- 
sion, he acted alone. 

Macedo said until new in- 
formation on the case emerges, 
it will remain in “pending re- 
view.” 

“We must understand that... 
there is no information or ele- 
ments that change this hypoth- 
esis, and there is already a con- 
victed perpetrator,” he said, 
while acknowledging a distinc- 
tion between “legal truth” and 
“historical truth.” 

Macedo said he ordered a 
review of the case when he first 
became attorney general, but no 
new information has been found 
to justify reopening the investi- 
gation 


Sen. Luis Colosio, father of 
the slain candidate, last week 
urged the Attorney General’s 
Office to drag former Presidents 
Carlos Salinas and Ernesto 
Zedillo into court to determine 
which of them is “lying” about 
the assassination of his son. 

Sen. Colosio also suggested 
that former Mexico City Mayor 
Manuel Camacho be questioned 
and investigators address the 
different theories about the slay- 
ing of Colosio, who was the 
presidential candidate of the 
then-ruling Institutional Revolu- 
tionary Party, or PRI. 

During most of the PRI's 
seven-decade-long grip on 
power, it was the custom for the 
sitting president —limited by 
the constitution to one term— 
to designate his successor by 
fiat, but Camacho sought to 
challenge Salinas’ nomination 
of Colosio. 

Last Tuesday, during an 
homage to the martyred candi- 
date, Sen. Colosio, a member af 
the PRI, told a radio station that 
his son “was murdered in a cli- 
mate of profound deterioration 
in his relations with President 
Salinas.” who governed from 
1988 to 1994. 

“Now, that everybody says 
good things about Colosio, je 
would be good for the Attorney 
General's Office to gather Salí- 
nas, Zedillo and Camacho and 
bring them face to face to see 
who's lying,” the senator said. 

“T don’t believe any of their 
accounts,” he added.<>

“What is your stand on the 
Prop 57 bond and Prop 58 balanc- 
ing the budget?” 

EA: “I am in favor of both...
